G.S.R. 569TE).—In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 54 of the 
Air (Preventive and Control of Pollution) Act, 1981 (14 of 1981), the 
Central Government in consultation with the Central Pollution Control Board, 
hereby makes the following rules further to amend the Air (Prevention and 
Control of Pollution) (Union Territories) Rules, 1|983 namely ;— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Air (Prevention and Control of 
Pollution) (Union Territories) Amendment Rules, 1994. 

(2) They shall come into force from the date of their publication in fhc. 
Official Gazette. 
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2. In til 3 Air (Prevention and Control of Pollution) (Union Territories) 
Rules, 1983, for the proviso /to rule 5, ihe following provisos shall be 
substituted, namely :— 

“Provided, that the Chairman shall not appoint any person as Consul¬ 
tant without the prior approval of the Central Government if the 
Board recommends that the total emoluments or fee payable 
exceeds rupees five thousand per month : 

Provided further that if a retired Government Officer is appointed as 
Consultant h ; s emoluments or fee shall be regulated in accordance 
with the instructionsjordcrs issued by fhe Central Government in 
the Ministry of Personnel, Public Grievances and Pensions 
(Department of Personnel and Training) from time to time”.
